THE RUSSIAN RAILWAY IN ~CEN- 
i TRAL ASIA, 
gee 
At tho present crisis of affairs the British 
public will ba interested in tho following ex- 
tract from the Inst lettor of the Askabad cor- 
vespondont of the Ruskia Viedomoatt (Russian 
Quzetto). Hoe writos:—" The 1st Octobor next 
will baa memorable day in Central Asia, for oa 
that day, if they havo falfilled thir contract, 
the mukors of the, Transcaspian Railway will 
have bronglt the line as for as Charjui, on the 
Riser Amu Daria, a distance of 980 versta (650 
miles) from the Caspian, Thisriver will bo to Con- 
tral Asia what.the Volgaisto Eastern Buropean 
Rassia;-at present itis only navigatedbylongnar- 
row boats, oxpable of carrying 500 poods of goods 
or 4) passengera, bub for some thoasand verats or 
go between Nonkous and Kaliph, past Charjui, it 
could be navigated by stoxmars of light draught, 
ie, Ohet. Two snch have already been lately 
acquired for the parposy. Some form of liqnid or 
ovier fuel should, however, at the samo timo be 
brought wp thero in. order to suve the present 
small forests from being destroyed for that pur- 
pose, ‘ho rivér varies in width from threo. 
aartars to tro versts, andis very rapid, rausing 
petween high steep banks. ‘Tho country new the 
river is, particularly. fertile, and on oualyaie of 
some of its aarth lately mada in St, Petorshurg 
uito confirms this statoment.
